FIND TOOTH FROM SHARK
AT LIME PITS IN BLAST

A shark's tooth more than twice 
as large as any heretofore known 
to scientists was unearthed last 
week from the lime pits of tha D. 
M. S. & B. Co., near Lomita, where 
excavations which have held the at­ 
tention of geologists for several 
weeks are still in progress.

The gnasher is five and three 
fourths inches' long, three inchc. 
thick at its heaviest end and is fully 
tour inches wide at its base. Dr. 
L. E. Wyman of the Museum of 
History, Science and Art, after a 
;areful examination of the tooth, 
declared that he felt that he was 
speaking conservatively when ho 
said that it is far and away the 
largest shark's tooth recorded, atid 
might even go as high as two and 
a half times as large aB any with 
which he is acquainted.
\The immensity and the fighting 

efficiency of the shark which carried 
such an aid to digestion can only 
Je fully grasped when it is remem 
bered that a shark has 200 teeth, 
arranged in four rows on each side 
of the jaw -and gradually tapertnjr 
to tiny, dagger-like teeth. A shark 
which has a tooth an inch and a 
 lalf long is considered a monster, 
aud one with a tooth two inchea 
long can generally be counted upon 
to be fully twenty-five feet long 
Furthermore, as these creatures la- 
crease in size their teeth do not in­ 
crease proportionately to their bulk.

It is safe to conclude, therefore, 
that the fish which had such a tooth 
as that found was at least sixty feet 
long and must have ranked as r. 
dreadnaught mong the fighting 
things of the sea.

Incidentally, »despite the passage 
of something like 1,000,000 years 
since he darted around to give bat 
tie, his Immense tooth, beautifully 
petrified, is so perfectly preserve'' 
that it is as easy to classify an<" 
identify it as it wou-ld ba to classify 
the tooth from a shark which had 
come to its death only yesterday.
